BRITISH CREDITORS 
OF RUSSIA MEET TODAY 


Will Warn — Agamst 
Conference With Soviet Till It 
Recognizes Debts. |

LONDON, May 30.—Under the auspices 
of thé Association of British Creditors 
of Russia a big meeting will be held in 
the City tomorrow for the purpose of 
urging upon the British Government the 
view that no conference with Russia 
can usefully be held unless - Moscow 
agrees in advance to recognize Russia’s 
debts and ailequately compensate British 
owners of expropriated properties.
